@Mechanical Skill of Canadians Being 

Used to Aiathe Battling Forces 

oi the Empire 

At the meeting of the Canadian 
Gociety of J.vit-Bugiueers ¢* Montreal 
the other quy tue wUuLoUuncement was 
made that about 160 Canadian firms 
€Te now busily engaged in nianutac- 
tur ghrapnel shells, of the regulation 
“man killer” type, ior the British guns 
to launch upon the German forces 
now opposed to the. .. 

This subject was discussed by Mr. 
H. H. Veugoat,-.of the Canadian 
Pacific, who suowed ow the Angus 
shops and othes worns ‘throughout 
Canada had, siuce tue outbreck ot the 
war, turned their ene!gies and traus- | 
formed their’ machines to the produc: 
tion of shells instead  .. ordinary 
railroad and coumimercia supplies. 


While no military seciets were dis-| 
y 


closed as to the numver of sheils now 
belog produced in Canada, or the 
atount of these destructive agents | 
that were being shipped to the shell! 
headquarters in Fraace, Mr. Vaughan 
@ave suificient injormation. to show 
that once the Canadian. foundrymen 
and machinists had turneu tieir at- 
tantion to war material, they had suc- 
eeeded tn turning cut an article that 
was likely to cause, serious cisquiet 
amongst any Ge an forces that hap- 
penea to be where the Canadian mada 
ghrapnuel fired trom Britisn 15-pound- 
ers, exploded. 

Mr. Vaughan’ exfldined that the 
gupply of this ammuuition was one of 
the most important tulugs in connec- 
tion with “he werk of an army in the 
field. After the ‘ormation of the! 
Canadian Shell committee, with Lt.- 
Col. Bertram, as chairman, an infiial 
order of 100,cu0 chel.s . ad been 
wiven. The resul.s had teen go satis- 
factory that now 147 Canadian firms 
were engagec in thei production of 
ehrapne| shells, cartridges and shell 
parts, and they were aiming at a pro- 

. duction of 15,000 shells 1 cy. The 
requireme:ts of the British army 
now were about 120,900 shells a day, 
#o that Mr. Vaugi.n pointed out that 
thts activity would not only mean a 
considerable.employment of labor in 
Canada, but a very real help in sup- 
plying the hungry artiller; at the 
front. 

From this Mr. Vaughin proceeded 
to a description of how the ordinar- 
iJy peaceful machizes at the Angus} 
shoys nad been transfcrmed into po-| 
tential monsters of destruction. He}

He expla‘ned the | 
mechanism ‘when the shell was fired, 
so that it could be calculated to ex- 
plode and dg the maximum amount of 
killing each time. 

In explaining the working of the 
ehells, Mr. Vaughan stated that it nad 
been found that every part of them) 
except the copper rifiing bands could 
be produced in Canada, He, showed 
that some twenty-tive separate opera- 
tions were needed for the productioa 
of the shell itself, while almost as 
many more were needed for the mak- 
ing of ‘he brass cartridge for the fir 
fine charge. 

Mr. Vaughan tngeniously remarked | 
thet it was.a simple matter making | 
@uch shells, since their component 
parts, tensile strength, length. dia- 
meter and other details had been ex 
actly laid down. The follo ‘ing discus- 
tlon, however, bro.ght out the facr 
that Mr. Vaughan had designed and 
altered a numbe. of machines calsul- 
ated to produce these deach-dealing 
weapons in their most perfect form. 
, This point was also emplasized by 
fhe chairman, Mr. W. J. Frances, who 
gaid that Mr, Vaughan's address, with 
fts lantern Illustrations, had shown 
how, at a nationai crisis, a railway 
shop could be converted Into a shop 
for the manufacture of war supplies, 
while many other. foundries and ma- 
ehine shops thr-ughout Canada had 

dapted their machinery to this work. 
While {t could not be said just what 
Canada was doin: in this regard, 
Chere was no doubt that in addition to 
sending her young men to fight for 
the empire, her mechanical skill was 
also being utilized to ald the battling 
forces of the empire. ,

Crganization of a Campaign Against 
Faise Medical Practiticners ._ 

(Céntributed by University of Alberta) 

Public health work in the bast or- 
ganized communities is now fully 
recognized as the highest zval of the 
community. For years, and even yet 
in many places, the public health de- 
partment of a co.amunity is consider- 
ed as serving to notify «ae commun- 
ity of the presence of disease. There 
is an indefinite understanding that 
they should in some way advise as to 
‘the measures to be waged against dis- 
ease. However, this work . only in 
its beginning. The full role is as yet 
far trom being developed. Tue 
United States is unique in the organ- | 
ization of the campaign against false 
medical practice. Huropear countries 
puy more attention to active sanitury 
measures in the community in regard | 
{to the food and water supply, as is} 
shown by the comparative treedom | 
| trom typhcid fever. The activity in the} 
United States of America and Canada | 
is more evident chiefly because their 
task is proportionately greater, and 
new’ fields have to be conquered as 
hew comm inities wre being establish- 
ed, Of tne many spheres of activity, 
one is impressed by the appreciation | 
of the public to th. revelation of the 
truth of medical ,ractice, The -sec- 
recy of medical practice in the past 
has made possible thé development 
of guackery in unscrupulous practi- 
tioners, The natural repugnace on 
the part of medical practitioners to 
uppeur as commercial advartisers hus 
followed the unscrupulous holders ot | 
diplomas io gain eni rmous advartag 3 | 
by using 


the publietty of the press | 
in many forms for the eatension of 
their namcs and “specialties.” 

After many experiments in combat- 
ing this tield the conscieatious mem- 
bers of the orofessio: have decided | 
that the oniy way to instruct the pub-| 
lic is to meet pub.icity with publicity, | 
not in the former sense in using the 
personal. pronoun. but in -the frank | 
discussion of the methods of those 
making false representaticis. Until} 
the medical profession admits a frank- 
ness to the patient and until the pat- 
ient understands that they should not 
put a blind faith in the drug that 
¢.mes out of a bottle, quackery will 
flourish. To ‘the patient it should be 
said thut no doctor can diagnose his 
condition merely from the relation of 
symptoms‘of the’ appearance of the 
patient gitting ii his chair with his 
clothes on. No matter how skilled 
the physician, he must mike use of 
thorough examination of his pitient 
in all the systems, respiratory, ner-| 
vous, alimentary, and urinary before | 
being able to give an opinion, 

The practice f. the United States | 
of sending newspaper reporters with 
a false line of symptoms to the gus- 
pected medical quacks and the full} 
report of the interview with the 
quacks being expused, has resulted in 
the people being warned of the exist- 
The Lealth i*+partment 
is justified in 
aualysing the standing of every medi- 
cal practitione: in tle community 
from time to time, or even constantly 
doing s0, aud whe. it is apparent that 
there are false practitioners in the 
community the fact should be made 
known to the public. This is only 
une of the flelds cpen to the pubiic 
health service. ;

The Internatior=1 lastitute of Agri- 
culture was established under the In* 
ternational Treaty: of June 7, 1905, 
which war ratitied by forty govern- 
ments who have gince adhered to the 
Institute. 

It is a government institution if 
which each country -5 represented by 
delegates,. The Institute is composed 
of a general assembly and:a perman- 
ent committee. 

The Institute, confining its opera- 
tions within an international sphere, 
shall: rly 

(a) Collect, study, and publish as 
promptiy as possible statistical, tech- 
nical, or economic information con- 
cerning farming, vegetable and ani- 
mal products, the commerce in agri- 
cultural products, and prices prevail- 
ing in the various markets,

>. Not the least interesting. of 
statements made by German prison- 
jers taken ii the North Sea is’ one 
Avhich bears directly upon the ene- 
mys suppy of train d gunners, It 
developed tnat none of the men who 
liad been picked pp themselves were 
gunners. The experiences of a few 
of them since the beginning of the 
war had been extraordinary. 


When the German high seas fleet 
was locked away tor safety in the 
| harbors behind Heligolana, and the 
igreat battle ships which are to be 
|Germany’s last asset in the struggle 
were carefully netted off from all pos- 
sible attentions of submarine “min- 
; nOws,” it was found that if the ‘gun- 
ners, could not serve at sea they were 
greatly needed on Jand. There gz-ms 
no reacon to doubt the statements of 
the prisoners on that point, Somd ot 
them gay that they had not been on 
shipboard half a dozen times. since 
{the war commenced. They had been 
;taken from their ships to man big 
{guns which reduced Lieges which 
broke down all opposition at Namur 
wud.which led to the fall of Antwerp 
were many of them gunners from the 
battle ships which were collecting 
barnacles in harbor, 

In the.general situation ag it exist- 
ed at that stage of the war there did 
not seem to be any serious strain up: 
on Germany’s supp.y of trained gun- 
ners. The prisoners are of opinion 
that the naval gunners were used 


for them to do, ind because they were 
regaided’ as the best men for the 
work. In !ater stages of the struggle, 
however, it appears that naval gun- 
ners were called upon for service in 
the field for the reason that the army 
could not meet the demands made up- 
on it for the supply of skilled men to 
use .o the best advantage costly am- 
munition, which was cto Germany a 
steadily diminishing and practically 
irreplacable quantity. 

The course, of the struggle was not 
that marked out and calculated upon 
bby Germany. It was never expected 

that at any point of .the war she 
would have to meet at once the as- 
sembleqd artillery of three great pow- 
ers. “Three hundred miles of cannon” 
had not been represented in the Ger- 
man. list of possibilities, otherwise 
she might have seen to it that Aus- 
tria kept her artiliery arm in better 
order, Tieet 

In addition to having to meet sud- 
denly the great demand whica emerg- 
ed for artillery power, Germany had 
to supply to Austria a very large con- 
tingent of gunner, in an effort to ob- 
tain efficiency, in the first piace, and, 
in the second place, to put some need- 
jed stiffening into the forces of Aus- 
tria.

to permit them to sleep in a room, 
containing four times the air space, 
where the renewal was not so tre- 
quent nor the source of origina) sup- 
ply so satisfactory. It makes a very 
great difference whether the air comes 
from a broad street or from a narrow 
alley, from a large backyard or from 
a narrow airshaft. These considera- 
tions are generally lost sight of in 
the, discussion of this problem, This 
“question, like that of land overcrowd- 
ing, cannot be solved by establishing 
any arbitrary standard.—Lawrence 
Veiller.

Far away from the rush and bustle 
of life, with little or no knowledge 
of what .is.happening in the outside 
‘world, the criminal, paying the pen- 
| alty for, his‘crime, might be thought 
‘to be thé, one persow in the world not 
} affected by, the horrors: aud excite- 
|;ments of war or by the call to the 
\‘nation to face the crisisiwith a spirit 
| of thero. He has his bodily wants

The Post Oftice Department, 
having given notice a week or 
two ago, in connection with the 
War Revenue Act, that all let- 
ters and posteards mailed in 
Canada for delivery in Canada, 
the United States or Mexico, 
and letters mailed in Canada 
for delivery in the United King- 
dom and British possessions 
generally, or wherever the two 
cent rate applied, should in ad- 
dition to ordinary postage car- 
ry @ one cent stamp asa War 
tax, and also having notified 
the public that such war tax, 
while it should be paid prefer- 
ably by the postage stamp 
marked “War Tax,” could, if 
such stamp were not available, 
be paid by an ordinary one cent 
postage stamp, is now issuing 
further notice to the effect that 
postage stamps may be used for 
the prepayment of war duties 
on bank cheques, bills of ex- 
change, promissory notes, ex- 
press money orders, proprietary 
or patent medicines, perfumery,

Chronic‘e of: January 24, 1904: | 
“Among the passengcrs yesterday 


on board the incoming Uceanic Steam- 


saip company’s Mariposa were Cap- 
nine gouth sea 
islanders, of the schooner North Star, 
capsized in north latitude 384, west 
longituue 182, duriag a heavy squail. 
Captain Broughton was below at the 
time, and hardly managea to scramble 
out of his cabin before the ship went 
over. The disaster is ascribed to the 
carelessness of the aKnaka crew ,who 
were all asleep at the moment the 
squall struck the vessel, which was 
lying becalmed with her sails up. 
“The crew, none of whom drowa- 
ed, contrived to perch themselves on 
ind after tour days 
af.intense suffering were picked up by 
the W. H. Hall of ‘ois ctiy, in lumber 
for Suva, #.j1. The ciall, in her tura, 
transferred them to the mail steamer, 
which was fortunately intercepted a 
week later. 
“Captain Broughton cannot speak 
too highly of the extreme kindness of 
Captain Hayward, Pursuer Smith and 
the officers and passengers of the Mar- 
iposa toward himself and his crew. A 
concert was given in aid of the ship- 
wrecked: mariners,. and the sum of 
$318.75 realized on thei: behalf. 
“Phe, North Star.swas of seventy- 
four tons register, built at Bath, Me., 
in 1894, and carried no insurance. It 
was learned from Captain Broughton 


ithat she had been employed inthe 


copra trade for many years, and was 
on her way to this port for drydocking 
and repairs. Western bound ship mas- 
ters are warned to look out for the 
derelict, which was still afloat when 
last sighted.” 

The loss of the North Star, togeth- 
er:with the coin in the ship's safe, 
cost Matt between $18,000 and $20,000. 


“v]he’ vessel had_not been insured, ow- 


ing to the troublesome and prying 
questions that wouid have been aekane 
which, if truthfully answered, would 
have invalidated the policy. | ad it not 
been for the ruby ring on his finger 
and his portion of the small sum rais- 
ed by the passengess of the Mariposa 
he would have landed in San Fran- 
cisco utterly penniless.
